A concentrated effort to or- 
ganize a search party was made 
for the first time last weeic, 
after the Cnnndian Embassy and 
members of the lost students' 
families emphasized their con- 
cern over the serious situation 
to the Mexican authorities. 

Large-scale action had been 
delayed up to that time os the 
Mexicans were cool in respond- 
Ing. They claimed the temporary 
delay was due to high winds ' 
and hurricanes. 

But last week the authorities' 
attitude changed. At that time 
Robert Kidd, Bert's older brot- 
her,' traced the purchase of bus 
tickets by Kidd on September IG 
from Mexico City to Tamazur- 
chalc. A bus driver rumembcred 
having dropped the pair off in 
a small, scenic town 50 miles be> 
fore the destination. The follow- 
ing day a hurricane ripped j 
through that region of the coun^ 
try.

Frank Costh who is he 
and what does he think ?

Frank Costi came to Montreal in 1941 for a two-week vocation and has been here 
ever since. The new Union- Building Manager, appointed following the death of John Jones, 
was asked to tell the Daily what sort of life lie led before assuming his present position.

What happened? 

LONDON, Ont. — Why did the Redmen lose 47-1 Saturday 
to University of Western Ontario Miistangs, a learn which they 
should have defeated 7 

It was. obvious from the press box but then most things 
.are. The Redmen played as individuals long enough to give 
the Purple Herd a 20^ first-quarter lead and then, demoralized, 
fell apart like an army in broken retreat. 

An indication of this disintegration is the large number 
of penalties the Redmen took for offsides and illegal, procedure. 
The officiating was poor, but most of these penalties were 
deserved. 

A team of twelve athletes playing as a unit does not have 
such penalties called against it. A group of twelve individuals 
following the hippie ethic and doing their own thing with little 
attention to the game around them does. 

The coaches and some of the players had various explana- 
tions for the rout but they all really said the same thing. 

"It was the worst I've ever seen a team play that I've 
coached," head coach Tom Mooney said in a dressing-room 
interview after thé -game. 

. "We knew what was there. We practised for it. We had 
three opportunities for touchdowns in the opening minutes but 
didn't walk away with one of them, not one of them. 

"We knew what they were' going to do. They did it and 
they beat the hell out of tis." 

.'.y.; Défensive .line coach George. Alevisatos at first declined 
comment tintii after he had seen the game films but then said 
the players' general attitude was one of "infatuation with

The players had a number of theories, too. 

Wade Kenny, the seven-year veteran who calls defensive 
signalsi^ Mld^ the^ first quarter "told the tale." 
^ -'•^e'^Wiuidh't do anything right and they couldn't do any- 
thing vnong," Kenny said. "All in' all I don't think I've seen 
the Redmen play a worse game. 

"We lost 52-14 to them last year. but at least we scored 
two touchdowns. That one point we got was an insult." 

What now? 

The' season is now two-thirds gone. The Redmen's two re- 
maining games are against two of the threo strongest teams in 
Canadian college football. University of Toronto Blues and 
Queen's Golden Gaelsl 
° After the Redmen lost 92-14 to Western at Molson Stadium 
last year, their desire and attitude, which Mooney says are the 
most important factors in building a good football team, were 
irreparably broken. 

Somebody once said ^ history always repeats itself. If it 
does, the Redmen, in effect, finished their season sometime 
during the first quarter at J. W. Little Memorial Stadium.

As a record of the year, a cata- 
logue of what happened on and off 
campus, as a spur to memories grad- 
uated twenty years, the' old school 
yearboolc is shaking in Its founda- 
tions. 

"It's not relevant," says the octiv- 
ist. "It's a waste of money." 

"Thsûstydenis want it," screams 
the grcfa?elaM^rep. "They like to see 
their pictures and names in it." 

"It never comes out on time." 

"But it's a timeless document. In 
twenty yearsj^|^u'll leaf through it 
and remernfiorr'S''." 

"RubblshI" 

The University of Manitoba has 
axed Its yearbook. So has Sir George 
Williams University, University of To- 
ronto and University of British Co- 
lumbia. 

Others ore itching to follow suit. 
McGill, Glendon College, St. Francis 
Xavier, have all debated the Idea, 
but have decided not to abolish the 
book because of pressures from the 
"graduates who like to see their 
pictures" in it. ■■^H^^é^^ 

In many cases the book'simply 
falls to appear. All the material is 
packed off to the printer, usually in 
some faraway/place, and . . . silence. 
After some investigation It Is dis- 
covered that all odd-numbered pages 
from 43 to 79 were mysteriously . 
lost, causing the delay. 

This is. the case with Sir George, 
Marianopolis, York University, ancl 
others acr.oss the country. ■ 

Printing costs soar 

With inflated enrolments at many 
universities, yearbooks are, for rea- 
sons of economy, forced to lay out 
grad pictures in true grid fashion. 
In the most recent University of Sas- 
katchewan yearbook there are one 
hundred and eight grad photos, with 
names, crammed into one page. 

v .Such .a feat of photographic ex- 
pertise surely does away with any 
possible feeling of nostalgia on the 
part of the reader. 

in many cases, yearbooks con- 
tain p^hotos^ of club executives, stur 
dents cloing silly things at winter car- 
nival, and shots of groups of up to 
a hundred, in which any posslliility 
of Identifying an individual is lost in 
the distance. 

Yearbooks con run away with 
^'cpst,, The cheapest hard-cbver^gdrl 
^fcTook in any college y^loffêmn 
$5,000. But with embossed,rcovers^; 



color photo spreads, and trick paper, 
there is no limit. 

The '65-'66 U. of Saskatchewan 
Greystone cost $34,000 (US) for 
printing alone. To this must be added 
the cost of film, developing, editor- 
ial costs, and in some cases mailing. 

What makes the whole thing ob- 
jectionable is that, irt most cases,' the 
levy for the book Is autorndtic — the 
book does not stand on Its merits in 
the free enterprise market. 

Bul'Jl will hove to next year at 
Corleibni 

The student council there decided 
after heated debate that the year- 
book was a waste of money, and will 
in future be put out to sale on a 
commercial basis, with no student 
government support. 

Where will they spend the money 
ordinarily put to the yearbook? Car- 
leton student President Bert Painter 
plans to commission studies on as- 
pects of university education. 

Alternatives to the 
yearbook 

Several alternatives to full year- 
book production have been proposed. 
One campus editor, exasperated at 
the vagaries of yearbook production, 
has suggested student 'council pay 
for a grads picture book to be given 
to grads at convocation, and that 
council publish a full-scale yearbook 
every three years. Under this system 
the grads are happy, and every stu- 
dent could, during his term at the 
university, buy . a yearbook — they 
don't change significantly from year 
to year anyhow — that will give him 
all the nostalgia he'll ever need. 

A second solution adopted' by 
several universities involves binding 
a complete yolume of the college 
paper. This- is particularly suitable to 
larger universities who hove trouble 
making the yearbook either person- 
al enough to appeal to the students, 
or economically feasible for the same 
reasons. 

- No matter what alternatives are 
proposed for the ailing yearbook, one 
fact clearly, presents itself — the year, 
book is dead, or at least dying, on 
Canadian campuses. For too many, 
it represents the old guard student 
government which functioned to pro- 
vide stale palliatives to a fun-loving

is the traditional yearbook obsolete? Perhaps not. But each year- Old 
McGill comes out a little later and o little sloppier, and this yeb^ may not 
even make it out at all. 



Last year's effort was very nearly 
scrapped because of deadline problems, 
and when it^finally appeared last July, 
it was 100 pages slimmer than its pre- 
decessor of 1968. .ac- 

Hardest hit in thej^ingi^allocation of 
Old McGill '67 were campus clubs. The 
"Clubs and Societies" section took up 
only ten pages at the back of the book 
— and four of these were devoted to 
Old McGIII. By contrast, "Greeks^, oe-- 
cupicd 27 pages. 

In eight pages of residence shots,' 
RVC is completely excluded. And you 
would have to look very hard to find 
any mention of a referendum last Fe- 
bruary in which the campus voted to 
join UGEQ. ' 

But politics was not wholly ■ absent 
from tiic pages of last year's aiintial. 

I'hcrc is no recognition of the full- 
time McGill Daily staff under "Clubs 
and Societies", or any other sdétion. 
Instead, in a section called The Dally 
Affair, sandwiched between the ' IFC 
formal and the Engineering Princesses, 
are several shots of the interim Daily 
staffers who put out a paper for Icsd' 
than two weeks. 

Even 'the Students' Council picture 
was timed to coincide with Mark Fci- 
fcr's tenure as Interim Editor of the 
Daily. In fact, it was taken less than 
an hour before the Council meeting in- 
which regular Editor Sandy Gage was 
reinstated. 

Not relevant to 
graduates 

What of Old McGill's traditional func- 
tion, to show off the graduating class? 
It can be questioned whether a list of 
the graduates' activities, most of which 
they only marginally participated in, 
says anything significant about their 



oollege life. Many people decline to 
make any entry, or submit something 
odd like Chairman of Ubrary Disturban- 
ces Committee, or Poet. 

Further, chances are that the usual 
Old âAcCIII carelessness, your name if 
submitted will be misspelled, or — as 
happened ° last year when a block of 
graduates' pictures was printed baclc- 
wards — your name will coincide with 
someone else's picture. 

The comments on university -life 
8calterc(] throughout the book between 
the pictures are often less than pro- 
found. For example, "The choice of 
degree is determined by such conside- 
rations 'as the three piece suit vs. the 
lab coat vs. the construction cap." 

In other places, the services of a 
gpod Copy Editor are required to get 
rid of wordy sentences like this: 

"The Debating Union brought before 
Campus this year such public respon- 
sibilities as Robert Thompson and public 
events such as a panel on birth control 
in order to further its objectives of 
bringing before the campus the preva- 
lent ideas of today and the people 
behind them." 

And it would make for easier reading 
if pictures were coordinated with ex- 
planations, and you don't see a picture 
of six :fnen accompanied by nineteen 
names, as in the University Senate pic- 
ture, 'on page 23. 

On this campu«;iq^i_lMund volume 
of tht year's newtpopen at an al» 
temollve to the annual would hard- 
ly prove popular. But Old McGill 
should be revamped and Ifs up to 
this year's editors to make seme 
•weeping innovalloni.
